()entI;EMen: — 

Hon. Walkcax has been lievo, there 
and everywhere in your District, repeat- 
ing his ad misericordium speoohes and 
cauvassinf^ for the return ol Mr. Shakes- 
peare, O ne of the strongest pointrwhioh 
Mr. Walkem urges upon your attention 
IB that this country has largo claims on 
Canada, anrl that unless hia Ministry are 
continued in power the country will go, 
as Mantilini put it, to Iho "doimiitiou 
bow-wows." Now, I agree witli Mr. 
Walliom that the Canadian li overiimout 
is indebted to British Columbia in a largo 
sum for uon-prosooutiou of railway work; 
but I ooutond that tlio only method by 
which the country can secure that com- 
pensation is by Bonding men to Parlia- 
ment who will not accept a dollar from 
Canada that is not ours under the Terms 
of Union until oil our olaims for compen 
eation have been recognized and paid. 

j\Ir. Wulkom proposes, fellow-citizens, 
to borrow from Canada $900,000. Per- 
haps T sliould explain that he has alrea- 
dy" burrowed from that Oovornniont 
S'iuO.OOO, and projiOBOs, with tlio suiiotiou 
he asks you to give him in the return of 
Mr. Shakespeare, to borrow the remain- 
ing 8500,000 immediately. Now, this 
Bum of 8900,000 is producing us au an- 
nual roveimo of S'i5,000, which, aa a mat- 
tor of ooursp, will cease when we liave 
s))fat tho principal, ami oui revonuo from 
Caimda will then bo reduced to about 
S1"0,000 por annum, which, you will 
readily porooivo, will be inaufficiout to 
meet the local demands upon it for tho 
support of tho Government. Mr. Wal- 
kem has told you that this 8900,000 is 
"ours under tho Terms of Union." But, 
gentlemun, the following extract from an 
act of our Logislaturo (passed in tho ses- 
sion of 1874) will show that such is not 
the fact: 

"1. NOTWITHSTANDING anything, 
contained in Article 2 of the Terms of 
Union aforesaid, it xhail bn Uiw/nl for the 
Government of British Columbia * * ♦ 
to apply for and receive from the Domin- 
ion Government such sums of money as 
shall together not exceed the difference 
between the actual debt and the allowed 
debt of the Province." 

Now, if the sum named becamo ours 
under the Terms of Union, why say in 
tho extract above quoted that "NOT- 
WITHSTANDING ANYTHING CON- 
TAINED IN THE TERMS OF UNION" 
TO THE CONTR.\RY, it shall bo law- 
ful, etc.? Do you not see that if tho 
money was our property, no act waa ne- 
ceasai-y to enable us to touoh it ? 

Having shown that Mr. Walkem has 
traded on your supposed credulity, fcl 
low electors, allov me to make aa extract 
from "An Act to authorize the advance 
of a certam siiLi to tho Province of Brit 
ish Columbia for the construction of a 
Graving Dock at Esquimalt and for other 
purposes," which was passed by the Can- 
adian Parliament in May, 1874, two 
. mouths and more subsequent to the date 
of the passage of the Act by the British 
Columbia Legislatore from which we 
have made the quotation given above: 

"2. The Governor in Council may in 
his discretion advance from time to time 
to any Province of Canada suoh sums as 
may bo required for local improvements 
in tho Province, and uot exceeding in the 
wholo the amount by wliich tho dobt of 
the Province for which Canada i.s ri.'sjiou- 
bibio then falls short of the dobt with 
wliich the Province was allowed to enter 
the Union— SUOH ADVANCES TO BE 
DEEMED ADDinONS TO THE DEBT 
OF THE PROVINCE, with permission 
to the Province to repay them to Canada, 
on such notice, in such sums and on such 
other conditions as tha Dominion Gov- 
Hrnmoiit and that of the Province may 
ui/ree nxion; any amount so ;v/)aid leing 
(lediic.t'}(l from the debt of the Province, in 
calculating the subtidy payable to it." 

Obso'rvo, Electors of Victoria District, 
the words "Suoh advances to be deem- 
ed additions to tho debt of tlie Province," 
If 3'ou were to mortgage j-our farms or to 
borrow money on any security whatever, 
the suras you thus received would become 
part of your iudebtednoBs. You one tho 
uuunint thul yon borrow, and, of cour.io, 
you liavo to pay interest thereon. 

Now, Ihon, tho Attorney Gononil lias 
told you tjat C-iiiuuia is a fraud, a cheat, 
a robber. He has said that she is seeking 
to avoid the payment of her just debt, 
(viz. the railway) to this Province, and 
he lias implored you to savu tho country 
by contiunmg lam and his colloaguci in 
power for four yeijrs longer. With such 
n character, and assuming that he has 
rlglitly estimated hor character, do you 
iuiaf/ino for a moment that you are going 
to borrow 8000,000 from her without pay- 
iu;; for it V Are you so unsophistioated in 
bii.sinosH matt.'^rs as to lioliovo that ho 
hard a mother as Canada is I'cportcd to 
be will GIVE you 1^900, OUO, or ovol allow 
you to BORROW that amount, without 
demanding a quid pro quo in return V 

Suppose, now, that Canada (and from 
wliat Mr. Walkem has told you you must bo 
prepared to believe any atrocity poasiblia) 
sliould ('hargo you interest on tho ^?9(I0,- 
IIOO lit Iho rate of 5 per cent, per annum.

GENTLEMEN:— A.? a general election 
tor inombora to represent you in tbe Lo- 
cal Parliament of tliis Province is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ao- 
cordauce with a very general request of 
tbo electors of your District, to offer my- 
self as a candidate. 

The early date at wbicb I hoar tho 
elections are to bo bold will jjrovont my 
mooting you personally, as I bad intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of the most 
important questions that are likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of tbo next Legisla- 
ture. 

Tho Indian question I consider of tho 
giuatost importance, and one that should 
bo attondod to at tbe earliest possible 
momont. Living, as I do, amongst a 
portion of the most discontented, I speak 
with authority when I Bay that unless a 
speody sottlemont is arrived ut, conse- 
quences of a very grave nature arc likoly 
to arise. Tho Indians are not unreason- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair aettlement, and I cannot see why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Uonfederation. 

The school system of this Province I 
consider Rooil, unit witli tho succe.ss ap- 
parent tliat lias attended the boarding 
Hcbddl at Caobo Creek, 1 would advocnto 
a fnrtlior e.\-pendituro in that direction, 
and conhider tliat Kamloops and otlioi- 
portions of thi.-i large Province should 
have institutions erected of a like ohurao- 
ter. 

Tbo formation of Agricultural Sociotios 
throughout tlio Province, you aro aware, 
I have for Homo time ncl vociitod , and I 
would supixirt any moa.^ure giving a lib- 
oral grant of iiioiioy to aid suoh sociotios. 
It will bo tho means of bringing farmers 
and stoek-raisera together, of comparing 
stock and indnoing tbe importation of 
good blood. 

Tho early commencemout of tbe Rail- 
way on tbo Mainliuul of Briiiidi Columbia 
is of the f/ruiilest importance to tbo set- 
tlors in tins section of our Province. 

Tho lute negotiations that have taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of the 
Terms of Union I have been opposed to, 
and cou.Hider that under no ciroumstancoa 
slioiilii tluiy have been cntorful into with- 
out eoiisu Itiug t lie peojilo. Tboy iuivo, 
biiiipilj for us, been nii.'iuccossf ul, but au 
it is reportiiii tlu'.t fii;.ili negotiations aro 
likely to take place aud tho question must 
be considered at an early date by our Lo- 
cal Govornmont, I would support no 
Government who in treating with tbo Do- 
minion ( li.viM iimont did not iuHi.st on au 
early com iiiencoment of railway eoiistruc- 
tioii on tbo .Mainland, and au ei[ual dia 
tribution between Vancouvor Island and 
the Mainland of any coiuponsatiou that 
might be offered for the nonfulflinteut of 
tlio Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations tukc plaee sonio 
arraiigtuneni rIiouIiI bo uoinu to with tho 
Dominion (rovernment by which our 
TarilT should bo so modilied as to give 
us some protection for our stock interest. 

Should you, gentlemen, do mo the 
honor of eleotiug me as one of your ro- 
prosouttitiveH, I shall foel it always my 
diit}' to advocate tho expondituro of pub- 
lic mollies on ))iiblia worlis as far as tho 
rovonuo of thu Provinco will allow, but 
that only on work.s of a roi)roductivo 
oharaetof. 

I consider that tho Government of tho 
Province should bo carried on with the 
(ilrictost eoonoiny compatible with pub- 
lic eiyii-iency ; that ta.xation should bo 
equalized »o that tho rich man pay his 
fair proportion with the poor, which is 
not the case notv, I trust that these views 
will be acceptable to you, and should you 
return me as one of your reprosentativos, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all public questions, and 
thus be enabled to act aooording to the 
well understood wishes of my constitu- 
ents.

EniTou Coloni.st: Sir, — Mr. "Pan" is 
getting tiroHouio, but uh he asks for a 
rojoiudor from me, I will give him im- 
otlinr "gentle tap" or two, such as 
Wollcr the elder gave to the i;od-iiosed 
man in Picdcwick. I fiicl terribly hurt 
b}' his "suokasins"- like Punch's foot- 
man — yet will try to bear up brave- 
ly. Ho must not, however, expect me, 
after tho prosout letter, to heli> him any 
further, by my notice of his lucubra- 
tions, in his. pardonable endeavor to 
mako himself notorious in this com- 
munity under a tliiu disguiso. I m- 
suro him with great sincGrity that 
(subject to " exceptions" to be horeiaa- 
aiter n^entioned) Icoutinife to ha\o a 
sort of liking for him, just.as I always 
have had almost a tondor feeling for 
the foolish virgins who did not till 
thoir liuups with oil. L would rather, 
however, that ^Ir. " i'uu" ke])t at a eon- 
veniont distance, for, though his polit- 
ic:d lamp contains very little oil, the 
whole arrangemoiit hath not a sw(*et 
or lileasant smell.

Ml-. " Fan" :i:iys that thi.'se poor "in- 
experienced" men do not know their 
own minds, but that he, Mr. "Pan" 
])ersonally, alono, knows the real opin- 
ions of tho benighted H.'iO, and he will 
report to (Jtttawa whatever he lliiiiks 
lit. I'poii the issue thus joined, it is 
inipossiblo that any reasonable argu- 
nieut can arise. I think wo should 
send Mr." Pan" to tno Conteiinial Ex- 
hibition, lie would bo one of tlu; od- 
dest political exhibits at the Philadelphia 
big rIiow. There is a pleasant article in 
the "Curiosities of Literatnro" by laaao 
Disraeli, on the probability of writing "a 
history of events which have nothappoii- 
ed." Perhaps Mr. "Pan'' and his asso- 
ciates are working out (he idea. It is 
pretty clear they are in training for somo 
such work, though thoy may not yet 
hare begun it. They systematioally 
fin-go news to decoivo the public. This 
is an ancient and universal art. and 
adepts know well how to mix. np solid 
lying and disguised truth A sort of 
siugular satisfaction is experienced by 
most of us in wituessiug knavery that is 
acioutidoally knavish. Knavery in po- 
litics was partionlarly praotiued as an art 
in the "middle ages." But I fear that, 
I't uiodiieval courts, where political do- 
ception lluurislied, say at tho court of 
Catliarino of INIedicis, there -n-ouhl not 
have been much "sliow" for Mr. "Pan" 
and his fellow artists. The politic tJath- 
arine would iiave censidorcd them to bo 
gross fictionists and mere clumsy dilapi- 
dators of facts, and probably would not 
have given them "grub" in rctarii for 
their services. I am very far froiu nii- 
ulying tlu! al)ove terms to Mr. "Pan" and 
his associates, for 1 know they are kindly 
men who have run into a groove of mis- 
chief principally because they are largely 
ignorant of cortaiu things which they 
ought to know. Thoy meddle with our 
jjolitics, and all our politics are aiiparent- 
ly as dark to them as Sanskrit character 
on a slate. New-coincrs should bo jia- 
tiout, and should gut possession of a few 
nioro facts before oiilering tho political 
arena in this place. It is upon his im- 
agination that Mr. "Pan" at present ro- 
lies for his facts. His letter is in tho 
main a ^^ort of prolonged chuckle over 
his own supposed eleverooss in discover- 
ing that (as ho avers) there was no pub- 
lic life hero before confederation. The 
arrival of .Mr. "J'an" here was, iu the 
apinion of Mr. "Pan," the beginning of 
an era. lie does not appear to know that 
wo had roiirosentotive institutions for 
nearly a scoro of yoar.s previously, and, 
that boiiio of our best political leador.s of 
tho present day wore trained in tljivt 
school. I am young, but it is li. years 
siuco 1 declined a seat in tho Legislative 
Council hero. It is true that afterwards, 
for a few years, wo submitted to Crown 
Colony humiliation, but we did so simp- 
ly fas those in lliij iiuier circle know) in 
oriior to siiiooih tho carry ing out , iu 
diiotinip, of tho home goTrii-:inient policy 
of confe(U!ratiiig British North America. 
Things generally wore shajied in this 
plaoe towords oonfoderalioii for many 
years before 1871. It is very diahisteful 
for me to hove to spoak of myself, l)ut 
what can I do when Mr. "Pan" asks mo to 
reply to bun and singles <put a humble 
citizen like myself, fiu' nliloipiy and .'on- 
deinnation on a forgeil iiill of indictment? 
fwidi to instruct not to ])uiiiHh Mr. 
"Pan," ami it possible, perhaps, that two 
or three remarks on this distasteful per- 
sonal subject may havo the happy otlool 
(from tlii'ir coiineiHioii with greater men 
iinil greater mailers) of iiuluein(? .Mr, 
"Pan" to apjily his mind to tho study of 
tlio past, as woU as tho present, history of 
things and men iu this i)laco. IIo may 
afterwards bo better able to mark thu 
chains of sequence that exist. 1 liave 
nothing in particular to do with anyt king 
political in tho pi'oviuee at iiresmit, but, 
ueverthi'lesH, I liave al ways ".■;t irred my 
stumps" ou certain questions. Mr. "Pan" 
thinks ho laakos a point against oiu in 
hinting that I dislike confederation. IIo 
should not waste his powdev and slmt in 
ill such laiHlom shouting. Tho fact of 
the mat'.er is that as far lia^k as 181').: I 
I ook ad vantngo of a soil ..bit! occasimi to 
.s|ieiik strongly in llii-i cily in favor of 
eonfodoratiou,and I iiovor afterwards lost 
sight of tho question. I seconded tlio 
ell'orta of abler men in British Columbia, 
in (^aimita and in Fnglnnd, to destroy tho 
(U'uwn Colony system, and to prcniioto 
confederut ion. A foriinu- (Sovm-nor of 
this colony -wi-ote to the Cohuiial oll'ee in 
liondoii that I at ihat tinui was the high 
priest of sedition, simply bccauao I did 
not swerve in my advocacy of popular 
rights. Mr. "Pan" now propoRos to re- 
port iii'i to ( )tt iwa, as a mixture of IMeph- 
istoplieles and D.ui O'ConncU, becausi.' ! 
insist that 11 lm-,iness- bargain between 
British ('olumbia and Oaiuula should bo 
carried out in a reasonable, buBineBslilio 
manner. If ho •avos to inquire, ho can 
easily ascertain that no one had 
more reason to be happy than inysolf . 
when the Crown colony system was oou- 



YOyod to its tomb by the hands of pious 
jiouBionors upon tho old establishment. 
To stigmatize me as a Crown colony sup- 
porter and hater of Confederation, is 
about as reasonablo as it would bo to 
chargo Mr. Bright with a deep design to 
overthrow Free Trade, This is known to 
ovoryono; but I am giviugtho information 
to Mr. 'Pan.' With respect to what took 
place subsequently, I may say further to 
Mr. 'Pan' that, in 1871, I embarked with 
others, in tho ship of Confederation, with 
thp feoliug that I was going ou board a 
slap in which I myself had a shnre. Can- 
ada drew oil' tho watorand left us straiid- 
od in tlio channel with ii droary waste 
around us. Under these circuinshuices 
we luul, of course, to go to work again. 
Our procedure and deportment since 
that tiino, it appears, have not quite 
pleased Mr. 'Pan.' Hor Majesty's gov- 
erumout havo thanked tho Provincial 
government for their prudent conduct, 
but Mr. 'Pan' withholds Iris approval, f^et 
us hope it may bo given soon, and with 
a gracious condescension. 

I come now to more serious matters, 
namely, the "exooptious" mentioned at 
tho beginning of this letter as marring 
my love for Mr. 'Pan.' My remark.) 
shall be to tho point. When tho diflicul- 
iies began with tho Dominion after 1871, 
I approved, and, as a private citizen, was 
ready to recommend, ou our part, a policy 
of gonllo pertinacity; soothing and sidf- 
adapting, moderate yot firm. 1 have nev- 
er written or spokon a word, in private or 
iu public, that is iucunsistent with this 
l>olicy. H'hcii Mr. 'Pan stales that in na/ 
speech id Fhillt'innonic Halt I adrociited or 
hinted at s,:fiJssion, J rcijret to hoc tosn'i, in 
ivriliinj, that Mr. 'Pan' li-:s. llf admits he 
ioa.t present in lint Hall, ami I sai/ he lies. 
His letter t(> your journal was not written 
for British Columliia, it was written to 
\h\ circulated in Canada, and it shall go 
through Canada with this commentary. 
1 dill nut bint at secession in my sjioech, 
nor have 1 iluue so at any time. Whatev- 
er may bo done, or may be left undone as 
regards our affairs, by any govornmont of 
the day at Ottawa, I believe that the 
people of Canada will cause justice to be 
dono to us, simply for justice's sake and 
not under any threats of rebellion or se- 
cession. Let u.) be niddernte, 1 repeat, 
but let us at the same tiino bo firm. 

My second cliurgo against Mr. 'Pan' is 
eqmilly discreditable to him. It is as 
follows:— Mr. 'Piin,'inhi8 letter, quotes 
a paragraph fromiSOme newspaper about 
possible fighting at Yellow Head Pass, in 
such a way as to lead readers of his letter 
at a distance, to believe that ihi' qnota- 
tion is from my spectch. Mr. 'Fan' ad- 
mils that he listemnl to my si)eeeli, and 
he knows that no such luit;jiia'je,ur nolhiioj 
of its character, u-a.-i H.icd hij mc. This act 
of Mr. 'Pan' is not fair controversy; it is 
the act of a pulitiral brijaiol—liominum 
rjenns uudaeissiiiinm , innndacissimum, npi- 
disslm uvi. 

In conclusion, I would say that it puz- 
f.les mo to know what object Mr. 'Pun' 
and his Coiiimitteo of six (ride Standurd) 
projjoso to gain by attacking a humblo 
personage like myself, and by attacking 
also the eonstituoucy of ^'ictoria, a body 
of electors remarkable for high suirit and 
iutelligonco, composed largely of mon of 
Canadian birth, and, on the whole, well 
disposed towards the Dominion. I'liey 
aot, probably, without tho knowledge of 
."\Ir. Mackenzie. .\ political loader can- 
not approve of acts that are mistakes.

Tliis evening 
thoy met on K(-iuny street, and, as 
nearly as can be ascertained, Edward 
followed George to the place above 
named, on ^^■asllilH.;ton street, drew a 
pisl(jl and shoi him from boliind, the 
ball penetrating the brain. .No imme- 
diato lU'Ovocalion v,as sliown for the 
act, which at present has the appear- 
ance of deliberate murder. The de- 
ceased was a student at tho Tolaud 
Medical CoUogo. Edward was at once 
arrested and lodged in the city pri- 
son.
